"Termination of construction at the rangehead was abrupt and
eppearcd to be unplonned, as is chown by the fact that two additional
SGd pads were left unfinished after construction of thair paved aceess
roed and most of the excavation work for their foundations.”

Obviously, a third DDI area, namely the Photagraphic Anal;}sis
Division, had not been coordinated with. '
